The first 
is the abolition of the ward sysiem 
and the second the abolition or re- 
duction of the property quaiificatioa 
for members of the council, How- 
ever desirable the property qualifica- 
tion may have been at the time it 
Was passed it is now, to say the jeast, 
of doubtful utility. The charter re- 
auires that candidates shall be asses- 
sed on the ist revised assessment roll 
for not jess than one thousand doi- 
lirs worth of unencumbered real 
estate, that is land or buiidings or 
both. Owning a thousand dollars 
worth of laud does not necessarily 
endow a man with brains. Experience 
has proved that this clause in the 
charter limits the choice of the elec- 
tors to such an extent that = past 
councils have been largely made «up of 
men whose sole qualification for the 
wvihce was the bare legal one provided 
by the act. There are dosens of 
citizens, who though they may not 
own a foot of dirt, have as large an 
interest in the city ae people who are 
orly land speculators. We do not 
disparage the ownership of property. 
It is a worthy ambition in many a 
young mans breast to some day own 
a house and lot. But we do say that 
a man who has $26,000 or even $1,000 
invested in a business in Calgary 
siould have as much right to a seat 
on the council, if the ratepayers are 
willing that he should sit there, as the 
man whose only claim to the office is 
that he owns a few vacant lots, Under 
the law as it now stands the owner 
of a twenty thousand dollar business 
which may employ half a dozen 
hands and furnish a livelihood to as 
many families is disqualified from 
being an Alderman, while his teamster 
or his clerk may be legally elected.The 
merchant may be paying several hun- 
dred dollars a year taxes on his 
stock, and his employee only $20 a 
year on his cottage, This is not as 
it siiould be The selection of a city 
council might very safely be left to 
the judgment of the ratepayers, who 
after all bold the ultimate power, as 
no debenture bylaw can be passed 
unless by their two-thirds vote 

As to ihe ward system, while it may 
be suited to places like Montreal and 
Toronto, we fail to see its use in a 
town like Calgary. The records will 
show that as a general rule the chair- 
mien of spending committees naturally 
secure the lion’s share of public im- 
provements in the particular ward 
which elects them. Under the ward 
system the Alderman ie apt te work 
more for his ward than for the city 
frenerally.

{legal friend has furnished us with a 
eopy of the remarks of a judge on a 
cense heard as long ago as 1785, before 
tho statute referred to was enacted, 
Vhis judge said: “If you put the 
cuse of a wager between a voter and 
another person who is not one, it is a 
palpable bribe, it is a sum of money 
laid to procure a particular vote, and 
}that case cannot be distinguished 
from the present (where both persons 
‘wee voters). The bias is exactly the 
same; it ie a pecuniary compensation, 
It is true, as the counsel for the 
plaintiff said, that the law leaves it 
to the voter to exercises his franchise 
er not; but it also requires him to be 
free till the last moment of giving or 
witkolding hig vote; which he cannot 
be, if be has laid such a wager as the 
preeent.” The point of which is, as 
taken by The Herald last fail, that 
Qlection betting mischievously inter- 
feres with a free expression of the 
will of the people and should not 
therefore be allowed.

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OPENING OF PARLIAMERT 


The day before Bt. Patrick's day 
was a memorable one for Ottawa. 
Not only wae the formal epening of 
parliament the firet public function 
of importance undertaken by the pres- 
ent governor general, but the attend- 
ant ceremonies were of such a nature 
as to presage for the new régime @ 
brilliant reign of pomp and glitter, 
marked with offictal and eocial ameat- 
ties such as are very dear to the city 
of Ottawa.

the opeata of the Cage 
dian parliament by the Merl cf 
Minto last week. 

The piece de resistance of the eere- 
miny wae naturally the reading of 
the speech from the throne, to listes 
to which the commoners were gum- 
moned to the Senate chamber in the 
most approved British etyle by the 
Black Rod. The speech opened with 
2 cong-atulatory reference to the pros- 
rerity at present enjoyed by the Cana- 
adian people, as evidenced by the 
expansion of trade and commerce, 
the flourishing condition of the pub- 
lic revenues, and the increased num- 
bere of immigrants who had become 
pirmanent settlers amongst us. Allus- 
fon was also made to gratifying ces- 
sation of the exodus of our population 
into the States which at one time was 
such a iegrettable feature of our 
affairs. The Washington conference, 
owing to its negotiations being fruit- 
jess, was touched on with a light 
hand. Satisfaction was expressed 
with the inauguration of the penny 
postage letter rate. It afforded sub- 
siantiai proof of a general desire ex- 
isting amongst our people for closer 
relations with the mother country and 
the rest of the empire. The speech 
went on to say that “although such a 
reduction involves a temporary loss 
of revenue it is nevertheless confi- 
dently expected thet the cheapene4 
late will prove of such service in the 
plomotion of trade and in the gen- 
eral interchange of correspondence 
that, within a reasonable time the 
revenue of the post office department. 
will be restored to its former figure.”

BRITAIN'S DRINK BILL 


Dr, Dawson Burns gives in the Lon- 
doa Times his annual statement of 
the country’s “drink bill.” The in- 
crease in the expenditure on intoxt- 
cants has not been great during the 
year. The cost of drink in Great 
Prita'n last year was £154,480,934, 
which is equivalent to £3:16:10% for 
every man, woman and child in the 
United Kingdom. There ia consider-

S:1:1%, and the Irish £2:14:10% 
per head.
